Brooklyn, X. Y., in the shadow 
of the monument that marks the grave 
of Henry George, the great single taxer 
whose disciple Johnson was. 


No Public Service in Cleveland.

here and Cleveland's only opportunity 
to pay tribute to the former mayor 
will come Wednesday afternoon at 4 
o'clock when the body will be taken 
from the Johnson family apartments 
to the station to be sent to Brooklyn.

Mutton Cecils. 


Chop fine sufficient cold roast mut- 


ton to measure one pint. In a frying 
pan melt one tablespoonful of butter. 


add the chopped mutton, two tuble- 
spoont'uls of bread crumbs, one scan: 
te.isponnf.ul of salt, one-quarter ot a 
teaspooni'ul. of white' pepper, one tea- 
spoonful of onion juice, one-eighth of 
a teaspopnful of mace and the yolks 
of two raw eggs. Stir until the mix- 
Hire is hot through, then set aside t.i 
cool. 
Make up into bnlls the size ot 


an egg, dip in beaten egg and roll m 
bread crumbs, then fry in smoking 
hot fat. 
Serve with tomato or nnv 


brown sauce. 


Eggiess Spice Cake. 


To three-quarters of a cupful of 


molasses add one teaspoonful and a 
hnlf of baking- soda dissolved in a lit- 
tle hot water; add three-quarters o£ a 
pint of thick sour cream, three-quar- 
ters of a pound of brown sugar and 
four and a half ctipfuls of sifted flour 
Beat thoroughly, add four teaspoon-'

Is Elected to Congress. 


He-became a1 director in the Cleve- 


land Electric Railway company and. 
in 1891, was elected a member of con- 
gress from the twenty-first Ohio dis- 
trict, .serving two terms as a "single 
taxer." When he was defeated as a 
candidate for a third term he went to 
New Tork, disposing of his street car 
interests in Cleveland and acquiring 
control of the Nassau street railway 
line, in Brooklyn; 


While engaged in business in Cleve- 


land he sold his Indianapolis traction 
holdings and acquired control o£ the 
Detroit car lines and it was then that 
he first'proposed three-cent fare. The 
citizens of Detroit, however, rejected 
his proposition that they buy his road 
and establish that rate of fare and he 
retired from Detroit. 


He also entered into the steel rnau- 


ifacturing business at Johnstown, PH., 
Aloxharn, Pa., and Loraln, Ohio. These 
nterests he successively 
disposed of 


and when in 1900 he sold his Brooklyn 
Traction line he was left free of busi- 
ness cares> He returned to Cleveland 
and in April, 19'01, was elected mayor 
of 
Cleveland on a platform which 


promised 
universal 
three-cent 
car 


fare. 


Cleveland Rejected His Plans. 


After a fight with the street car 


company which lasted until 1908 and 
through four elections, 
in each 
of 


which he was triumphant, the Cleve- 
land traction lines passed into the 
hands of the Municipal Traction com- 
pany. After a six months' 
trial r-l 


operation at three cents the people at 
a referendum voted out the franchise 
and the 
municipal company passed 


into the hands of a receiver, where :t 
remained until February. 1910. One 
more attempt was made by Mayor 
fohnson to secure the passage of the 
three-cent grants, but his proposals 
were rejected at an election held Au- 
gust 3. 1909. His own defeat followed 
:hree months later and on .Tanuaiy 
1, 1910. he surrendered the reins of of- 
Ice to the present mayor. Herman C. 
Baehr. Two months later three-cent 
fare was established, the result .of Mr. 
Johnson's efforts. 
' 


In 1903, while 
Mr. Johnson w.is 


mayor of Cleveland, he was nominat- 
ed for governor by thn democrats of 
Ohio, but 
was unsuccessful at the 


election.
